with violating the city ordinance by con- 
ducting slaughter houses within U" oity 
limita. Officer Williamson made the ar- 
rests. The parties will appear before 
Justice Hammer next Tuesday at« a. m. 


The slaughter house owners will make 


a vigorous fight to .avoid moving oul. 
They claim that their houses Bre kept 
clean, and that ae a matter of fact the 
slaughter houses are among the health- 
ieet places in the city.
